Town coming to terms with 
Virgin's medical centre bid

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NEWS that Virgin Care is being awarded the 
contract to run the troubled Lyme Regis Medical 
Centre, released last week, has received a mixed 
reaction in the town. 

The View can reveal that prior to the announcement that 
Richard Branson’s conglomerate had been chosen as the 
preferred provided of NHS services at the medical centre, 
the legal owners of the building, Drs Andrew Llewelyn 
and Lindsay Slater, had agreed a 25-year lease with NHS 
Dorset on the proviso that NHS services would always be 
protected. 

In an exclusive interview this week Dr Llewelyn, one 
of the original GPs at the centre when it opened in the late 
1980s, said he had done “the right thing for Lyme Regis” 
and he was happy that NHS services had been protected 
at the centre. 

Dr Llewelyn would not comment on the awarding of a 
five-year contract to Virgin Care, other than to say he had 
no influence over this decision. 

The View contacted NHS Dorset and asked them to 
comment on their agreement with Drs Llewelyn and 
Slater, but they replied: “The details of the lease for Lyme 
Regis Medical Centre are still being finalised, therefore 
we are unable to comment at this time.” 

A separate lease has also been agreed with Lloyds Phar¬ 
macy to continue operating from the centre. 

The ownership of the building was the subject of a High 
Court judgement last year, instigated by Dr Ian Conway

and Alison Robinson, practice manager at the centre and 
wife of the late Dr Barry Robinson, who ran the centre 
for many years. Judgement was made in favour of Drs 
Llewelyn and Slater who were awarded significant dam¬ 
ages. 

Drs Llewelyn and Slater are still responsible for the re¬ 
payment of the mortgage with a small amount still out¬ 
standing. Dr Conway was later evicted from the building, 
bringing his contract to run the centre with the NHS to 
an end, amid great controversy in the town. 

Whilst the tendering process for a new provider has 
been taking place. Dr Forbes Watson, who runs the Lyme 
Bay Medical Practice at Kent House, has been running 
the medical centre on a temporary contract. 

Wishes of the population 

Dr Watson, with two other GPs working at the centre. 
Dr Laura Morgan and Dr Peter Milmer, were among the 
17 tenderers for the contract who presented to NHS 
Dorset. They have expressed their disappointed that they 
have not been selected as the preferred provider. 

A newsletter due to be sent out to all patients at the 
Lyme Bay Medical Practice this week, stated: “This bid 
would have meant that all the local doctors would work 
much more closely together and was fully supported by 
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Drs Martin and Sue Beckers from Charmouth. 

“The doctors believed it met the wishes of the popula¬ 
tion as reported in the public feedback meetings and 
would have brought the stability we all wish for in the 
medical services in Lyme Regis for the long term.” 

The statement added: “Lyme Bay Medical Practice will 
continue to provide the best care it can for the local pop¬ 
ulation.” 

The strongest condemnation of the contract going to

■ WHEN did you first discover you had a talent for 
music? 

I grew up in a family who played a lot of great music - 
Bowie, Beatles, Dylan, Fleetwood Mac. My favourite 
hangout was under the table where the vinyl was kept. 
I would spend hours gazing at album sleeves and 
strumming my dad's acoustic guitar with my ear to the 
sound hole listening. Music became a way of life at a 
very young age. I couldn't do anything else. 

■ WHAT were your early influences? 

The Beatles were major. Dylan was played by my dad at 
a very loud volume every day. Bowie's face was hung in 
a frame on the wall -1 thought he was my uncle! I also 
had a fabulous headmaster at infant school who would 
walkaround the school belting out songs. He had us all 
singing pop songs alongside hymns in assembly. 

■ WHAT music do you listen to now? 

My wife Ava plays a lot of new music all day, so she 
soundtracks our days which is great. I tend to fixate on 
an artist for a month or so. Recently its all been about 
the Maccabees and Plan B. 

■ WHAT made you host open mic nights? 

I was asked by Paul HIndes of No.10 to run one for him 
and it grew from there. I was very lucky to meet a man 
called Hum who runs open mic nights in Exeter. The 
way he supported each and every artist made a great 
impression on me. He built a community and I followed 
his ideals. It seems to have worked. 

■ WHAT is the music scene like here in SW Dorset? 
Does it have its own identity? 

The south west has a very vibrant music scene. There is 
a lot of opportunity. Does it have its own identity? I'm 
not sure how to answer that. Every artist is unique in 
their own way. I love Hush, Peter James Millson, Lucy 
9mm and Anthony Lane. 

■ DOES the music industry today still nurture tal¬ 
ent? 

It depends on what aspect of the industry you are talk¬ 



ing about. There are labels and management compa¬ 
nies who do. I was given time and backed as an artist 
by a management team. I think it's important to know 
why you want to be in the music industry. Is it fame or 
is it expression? If the answer is expression - as it should 
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be - you just need to nurture your own talent and find 
your own voice. Then people will listen. 

■ WHAT qualities do aspiring musicians need 
today? 

My advice would be this. Melody is everything. Listen 
to as much music as possible. Write lots of songs, de¬ 
velop your own voice as an artist. Read a lot. Rehearse 
and perform live a lot. Get organised. Believe in yourself 
but be aware of your weaknesses and have the courage 
and brains to improve. 

■ IS there a musical instrument you wish you'd 
learned? 

I wish to learn the sitar and study flamenco guitar when 
I grow up. 

■ WHO would play you in the biopic movie based 
on your life? 

Robert Downey Junior. That man is one hell of an actor. 
Watch 'A guide to Recognizing Your Saints'. 

■ WHO would you most love to play at your open 
mic, living or dead? 

That is a question. I like performers who perform on the 
edge. I like passion and seeing an artist give everything 
of themselves the good and bad, the dark and light so 
for me it would be Jeff Buckley. 

■ WHAT do you want for Christmas? 

Peace on earth brother. 

■ FAVOURITE album? 

Storm in Heaven by Verve. It is their debut album and 
is the best thing I have ever heard. Stunning. 

■ FAVOURITE album cover? 

Is This It by The Strokes. 

■ IS vinyl dead? 

No way. Vinyl is THE format. There has been a massive 
resurgence in vinyl. Long may it last.

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Town 'so sad' over death 
of Chelsea Pensioner Stan 


LYME Regis has been saddened by the 
death last week of one of the two 
Chelsea Pensioners who visited the 
town during the Queen's Diamond Ju¬ 
bilee celebrations in June. 

Stan Constable, who spent much of 
the Second World War as a prisoner of 
war, died on a visit to York with other 
Chelsea Pensioners. He was 92. 

Stan spent four days in Lyme with 
fellow Pensioner Alex Murray during 
the jubilee celebrations and won the 
hearts of all those who came in con¬ 
tact with him. 

I was the person responsible for 
bringing Stan and Alex to Lyme. Ac-

companied by my daughter 
Francesca, we visited them at the 
Royal Chelsea Hospital to brief them 
on the Jubilee programme. 

The Royal Lion Hotel kindly agreed 
to provide accommodation for Stan 
and Alex and we told them to Join in 
as many events as they wanted. 

Despite their advancing years (Alex 
is in his 80s), they insisted in attending 
every event and they were treated like 


royalty. 

I will never forget the moment they 
joined the civic parade and the band 
struck up "Boys Of the Old Brigade". 
The crowd went wild. 

Stan was one of the nicest men I 
have met - and the same goes for 
Alex. They became very friendly with 
Mayor Sally Holman and Councillor 
George Symonds, who drove them 
around. They were both adamant that 
they had never visited a more friendly 
town than Lyme. 

We were about to visit them at the 
Royal Hospital to deliver our special 
jubilee publications and they prom-

'Dismay'over Virgin bid success

Virgin Care has come from LymeForward, the organisa¬ 
tion which co-ordinated the public meetings for resi¬ 
dents to tell NHS Dorset what they wanted at the medical 
centre. 

A statement issued by chairman Wendy Davies said: 
“We are as dismayed as everyone else to hear last week 
that the contract for GP and community services at Lyme 
Regis Medical Centre has been awarded to Virgin Care. 

“Lyme suddenly seems to have leapt from the old Dr 
Finlay concept of GPs running a practice for the good of 
their patients to the 21st century concept of general prac¬ 
tice being a commercial business run for the benefit of 
shareholders. 

“This model is one which has taken over large areas of 
other counties, but we have not been able to find any pa¬ 
tient feedback from anywhere, so only time will tell what 
the ‘real differences to patient care’ which the Virgin 


spokesman threatened turn out to be. 

“Meanwhile, we are trying to find out exactly what no¬ 
tice the PCT took of the points raised during the consul¬ 
tation exercise carried out in Lyme prior to the tendering 
process. 

“They say they ‘used the findings in the tender process 
to emphasise the importance of health services to local 
people’ and that the ‘clinical interests of patients’ have 
been paramount, but we don't know if any of the points 
raised by the users of the services have actually been 
taken into account and incorporated into the contract that 
has been awarded. 

“We are also very interested to learn what Virgin prom¬ 
ised to win the contract as we can then see whether they 
actually deliver on their promises. 

“Finally, we are trying to find out operational details 
such as when the new contract will start, what will hap¬ 
pen when it comes to an end and what is happening about 


the dental services in Charmouth. We will share this in¬ 
formation as soon as we get it.” 

The town contributed around £150,000 towards the 
original cost of the medical centre through the League of 
Friends. 

League chairman Shirley Williams told the View from 
Lyme Regis that she was pleased that the future of the 
medical centre had at last been confirmed. 

She said: “I appreciate that people are disappointed that 
the local doctors did not get the contract. But Virgin are 
greatly experienced and we look forward to a period of 
stability at the medical centre. Virgin can bring a lot of 
experience to the town and hopefully we will benefit by 
it.”

Lifeboat crew 
retrieve body 

LYME Regis lifeboat crew were tasked with retrieving 
a body, discovered in the water off Chesil Beach last 
week. 

The woman's body was picked up by the crew on 
Wednesday after being discovered by a fisherman. 

Portland coastguard were called to an area of 
Chesil Beach near the village of Fleet at 6.15pm after 
the discovery. The rescue helicopter was sent to con¬ 
firm a body had been found. 

Police are currently investigating the incident. The 
woman has not been identified. 

The coastguard said their main concern was that if 
she had come from a boat there could be other bod¬ 
ies in the water but there was nothing to suggest 
this was the case and they had no reports of missing 
boats or people who matched the description. 

• A TOTAL of seven people were rescued by the 
lifeboat crew on Saturday - six in one incident. 

The group of six, including a father and his eight- 
year-old daughter from Christchurch, and one man 
and three women from Bristol, were all rescued from 
the beach after being cut off by the tide near The 
Spittles landslips east of Lyme Regis. 

The lifeboat was launched at 6.47pm and all six 
people were taken to the safety of Lyme Regis har¬ 
bour by the lifeboat, arriving at 6.59pm. 

One of the lifeboat's helmsmen, Martin Croad, said: 
"Including the crew, we had had a record number of 
ten people aboard and the lifeboat performed ex¬ 
tremely well in good conditions." 

Earlier in the day the lifeboat was requested by 
Portland coastguards to assist a 15-feet fishing ves¬ 
sel, "Seafox", which had suffered engine failure. 

The lifeboat was launched at 12.40pm and arrived 
on scene eight miles south of Lyme Regis at 1 pm. 

"Seafox", with one man on board, was towed by the 
lifeboat to the safety of Lyme Regis harbour, arriving 
at 2.30pm. 


Doing 'the right thing for Lyme'

LYME Regis doctor An¬ 
drew Llewelyn has spoken 
for the first time about his 
role in securing the med¬ 
ical centre for NHS serv¬ 
ices. 

In an exclusive interview 
with the View he spoke 
about being forced into 
court to defend the owner¬ 
ship of the building and 
then having to endure pro¬ 
tracted negotiations with 


NHS Dorset to secure a 
long term future for the 
medical centre. 

His final assessment is 
that he has done “the right 
thing for Lyme Regis”. 

Whilst Dr Llewelyn, who 
with Dr Lindsay Slater, is 
the legal owner of the 
building, declined to com¬ 
ment on the eventual out¬ 
come of Virgin taking over 
the medical centre, there 


are nine points which he 
wants to put into the public 
arena. 

1. The doctors borrowed to 
build the medical centre 
with a significant mortgage 
which has had to be dis¬ 


charged. 

2. To make the project 
work, the town through the 
League of Friends con¬ 
tributed to the building 
costs. 

3. After Lyme Regis Cot¬ 
tage Hospital was sold, the 
Health Authority agreed to 
put in a sum of money with 
a 99-year lease on part of 
the building. 

4. The lease that the Pri¬ 
mary Care Trust (Dorset 
NHS) has reflects their ex¬ 
isting rights in lieu of the 
rental premium. 

5. They were taken to court 
by Dr Ian Conway and Mrs 
Alison Robinson who were 
claiming ownership of the 
building despite the fact 
that Dr Conway refused to 
accept liability for the 
mortgage. They defended 
this claim and the High 
Court ruled in favour of 
Drs Llewelyn and Slater. 

6. His family have lived in 
Lyme Regis for 29 years 
and there was no way they 


would let the community 
down. They fought tooth 
and nail to protect the NHS 
services for this town and 
are really pleased to have 
been able to do this and 
happy to have secured a 
25-year lease on standard 
commercial terms to en¬ 
sure the NHS has a place to 
deliver services for the 
people of Lyme Regis. 
There is still a small per¬ 
centage of the mortgage 
left to be paid. 

7. There is a clause in the 
lease that allows the build- 


the medical centre. He 
had no influence over who 
was awarded the contract 
to run those services.

Post Office to be'transformed' 


LYME Regis Post Office will be mod¬ 
ernised in a £1.34 billion national invest¬ 
ment scheme, and is also looking for a 
new subpostmaster. 

The branch is one of 6,000 across the 
country selected for an "exciting trans¬ 
formation" as part of the largest invest¬ 
ment and support package offered by 
the government in the history of the 
Post Office. 

The scheme will see selected branches 
converted into new, more modern for¬ 
mats over the next three years - and 
means there will be no further pro¬ 
gramme of branch closures. 

It has, however, offered the opportu¬ 
nity for many subpostmasters to leave 
the Post Office Network and Lyme's own 
Les Gilbert has taken up the opportunity 


after years of running the branch. 

Post Office Limited will now advertise 
until October 26th for a suitable candi¬ 
date to operate the Post Office at or near 
the existing premises. 

Mr Gilbert said: "We will of course make 
every effort to assist Post Office Limited 
and will at the same time continue to 
operate the branch, as normal until a 
new operator is appointed. 

"Details of the vacancy are available on 
the Post Office website along with a 
form to register interest. I may of course 
also be contacted directly. 

"The process is managed by Post Office 
Limited but we will work with them to 
ensure the best possible future for the 
Post Office, customers and staff in Lyme 
Regis."

The event was organ¬ 
ised by Cheryl Reynolds 
with Stuart Fowler acting 
as auctioneer. The aution 
included 120 items do¬ 
nated by local busi¬ 
nesses and residents, 
with the star lot being a 
one-off handmade orna¬ 
mental guitar for Deep 
Purple, donated and 
signed by the band's 
lead singer and Lyme 
Regis resident, Ian Gillan. 

Other fundraisers in¬ 
cluded two of the Nag's 
regular Sunday after¬ 
noon Cheese Clubs, 
which previously raised 
funds for Candles on the 
Cobb and has now 
moved on to support the 
skatepark project. They 
raised £76.

THE former Fish & Two 
Veg greengrocers in Lyme 
Regis could re-open as a 
restaurant if permission is 
granted by West Dorset 
District Council. 

The former greengrocers, 
which also sold fresh fish 
and acted as a cafe, in 
Broad Street, previously 
known as Cauli & Flowers, 
was taken over by local 
businessman Steve Postles 
last year. However, it re¬ 
cently closed and had been 
signposted as “for let” for 
several weeks. 

Mr Postles has now sub¬ 
mitted an application to ex¬ 
tend the opening hours 
from 9pm to 11pm, allow¬ 
ing him to reopen it as a 
restaurant. 

In his application, Mr 
Postles said after a year of 
operating as a greengrocers 
and cafe, and with Costa 
Coffee opening next door, 
he was unable to make a 
profit and hoped a restau¬ 
rant would be more suc¬ 
cessful. 

He would sell fresh fish 
caught from his boat 
“Jozilee”, as he does at his 
Silver Street restaurant, 
Jurassic Seafood Wine Bar, 
and would still sell local 
produce. 

A decision has not yet 
been made and Lyme 
Regis Town Council has 
not commented on the ap¬ 


plication. 

Other applications cur¬ 
rently under consideration 
are as follows:

Street, known as Lyme 
Bay Dentistry - erect two 
flag signs; 


Bethany Chapel, 

Coombe Street - alter¬ 
ations and extension to 
chapel; 

Bell Cliff, 7 Broad 
Street, which is a listed 
building - external alter¬ 
ations including reinstate¬ 
ment of larger 
conservatory, roof over 
balcony and repairs to iron 
railings;

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Is Dr Branson the right medicine for Lyme?

JUDGING solely by his 
business record, Richard 
Branson’s takeover of 
caring for Lyme’s aches 
and pains may be the best 
thing for the town since 
Dr Fernandez used to 
come round to soothe my 
measles with his soft 
voice and make Spanish 
eyes at my mum. 

The Ferdy of 50 years 
ago epitomised the per¬ 
fect bedside manner of a 
small town GP; patient, 
kind and knowing. It 
would be ludicrous to 
hope that Branson’s Vir¬ 
gin Care will replicate 
that very personal touch 
because life has moved 
on, or perhaps back¬ 
wards, since those hal¬ 
cyon days of homely 
healthcare. 

Although Ferdy did al¬ 
right from his Broad 
Street practice, nobody 


talked of the profit-mar¬ 
gin of him and his rival 
Dr Bowles, because back 
then one didn’t think in 
such terms. 

But we do now. Like 
everything else in busi¬ 
ness in this country, the 
bottom line is as impor¬ 
tant as getting you better. 

But that’s not Branson’s 
fault, he didn’t invent 
capitalism. 

In preparing this opin¬ 
ion piece, last week I 
posted on the Lyme 
Regis Notice Board page 
on Facebook, asking if 
the town did or didn’t 
want “Dr Branson”. Al¬ 
though the group has 369 


members, there were 
only 18 comments - 
leaving me to conclude 
that, statistically at least, 
most of the town don’t 
care who opens the shop 
as long as the same staff 
stay. 

Anti-privatisation 

Of the Facebook com¬ 
ments, the vast majority 
(of such a tiny response) 
were anti-Branson - or 
rather, and more perti¬ 
nently, they were anti the 
privatisation of the NHS. 

“Personally, I think 
we’ve been sold out,” 
said Lyme’s Deputy 
Mayor, Councillor Anita 
Willi ams. 


“It’s a new government 
initiative and we are the 
guinea pigs.” 

Judging by the more 
than 18 people I’ve 
talked to about this in the 
last week. Councillor 
Williams’ comments 
echo the feelings of many 
in the town who believe 
it was our birthright to 
have a free NHS in which 
the word “profit” was an 
irrelevance. 

Like the forces and the 
police (who make no 
profit) the old NHS was 
something essentially 
British of which we were 
proud. 

That it is not so now has 
nothing to do with Bran¬ 
son. Blame our politi¬ 
cians for the death of the 
old NHS and in particular 
blame this government. 

And then, blame our¬ 
selves - we voted for this

bunch of millionaire 
wide-boys; Lyme and 
West Dorset may be 
yelping now about the 
healthcare changes, but 
it’s our fault. Conserva¬ 
tive support here is as in¬ 
digenous as the blue lias 
in the coastline. 

But if we look at Bran¬ 
son’s track record, a Vir¬ 
gin Health Centre might 
be good news as Sir 
Richard hardly has a 
record of failure. 

Branson’s Virgin Group 
owns more than 400 
companies worldwide - 
including Virgin Music, 
Virgin Radio, Virgin 
Trains, Virgin Atlantic, 
Virgin Hotels, Virgin 
Phones, Virgin Drinks, 
Virgin Megastores and 
Virgin Books. 

Clearly Branson must 
do something right be¬ 
cause his group is worth 
£5.01 billion and his own 
personal fortune is esti¬ 
mated at £4.2billion, 
making him the fourth 
richest person in the UK. 


Branson is no disgraced 
Barclays chief Bob Dia¬ 
mond. One of the key 
ways in which Virgin has 
made its money is 
through Branson’s ethic 
that all of his companies 
should provide good cus¬ 
tomer value and through 
this practice he has been 
revolutionary. 

Business success 

From his start, selling 
cut-price records through 
ads in the New Musical 
Express, Branson has 
thoroughly understood 
our passion for a better 
deal. He revolutionised 
the music business 
through this approach, he 
began the large-scale dis¬ 
counting of recorded 
music for the customers’ 
advantage. 

Through Virgin At¬ 
lantic he did the same, 
with cheaper flights for 
all. I’ve flown around 
300,000 miles in my life 
in more aircraft than you 
can shake a stick at, and 
without doubt my Virgin 


flights were more com¬ 
fortable, personable and 
fun than any other airline 
including BA. 

OK, Virgin Trains are a 
bit of schlep - but then 
show me a rail service 
than sometimes isn’t. 

Branson is clearly in his 
businesses for the long- 
haul, he’s not a giver- 
upper and so anything 
that he does with the 
medical centre will not 
be in a chase for the 
quick buck. 

Also, given that Lyme 
has a huge elderly popu¬ 
lation and given that the 
older you get the sicker 
you become - and there¬ 
fore the more medical 
care you pay for - Bran¬ 
son is not going to short¬ 
change Lyme. It would 
be foolish to do so as, as 
a profit-maker, Lyme is a 
goose that lays golden 
eggs; with so many eld¬ 
erly living in the town 
Lyme cracks them out for 
whoever is providing its 
prescriptions. 


Time will of course tell 
and the Virgin Health 
Centre could become the 
nightmare that many fear. 

But I suspect it won’t - 
whatever Branson is or 
isn’t, he’s not an idiot, 
he’s going to nurture this 
goose for as long as 
Lyme continues to grow 
silverly. 

However, Lyme would 
probably not be in this 
position had it not been 
for the squabbling that 
has gone on locally over 
the medical centre. 

Because of these squab¬ 
bles, perhaps the PCT 
has given the centre to 
Branson because it got 
fed up with the bickering 
and thought, “right, we’ll 
bring in a proven profes¬ 
sional to shut up this tur¬ 
bulent town”. 

If so, it’s our own fault 
again. 

Let’s hope that Dr 
Branson is the pill that 
works.

LYME Regis Museum celebrated the town’s most fa¬ 
mous daughter, fossil hunter Mary Anning, with a spe¬ 
cial weekend of events.

Speakers included Jurssic Coast earth science man¬ 
ager, Ricahrd Edmonds, John Cawley and Dr Ste- 
fanie Klung of University of Bristol, Tom Sharpe 
from the National Museum of Wales, Dr Matt Fried¬ 
man of University of Oxford and top of the bill was 
Sir Chris Tickell, author of “Climate Change and 
World Affairs”. 

Museum curator David Tucker said: “Once again the 
museum was able celebrate the life of Mary Anning 
through our weekend of lectures, displays and family 
events. 

“It says a great deal for the standing of Lyme Regis 
and its museum that our event attracted speakers of the 
calibre of Sir Crispin Tickell, academics from the uni¬ 
versities of Oxford and Bristol, as well as our old friend 
Tom Sharpe of the National Museum of Wales.

Lyme Matters

T he reaction to 
the news that the 
Lyme Regis Med¬ 
ical Centre is to be run 
by Virgin Care has sur¬ 
prised me. 

I thought there would 
have been a huge hue 
and cry - but the re¬ 
sponse from the town 
has been rather muted. 

We have received 
only two letters to the 
editor, both against ob¬ 
viously, although per¬ 
haps there will be a 
more considered com¬ 
ment when people have 


had time to consider 
the possible conse¬ 
quences. 

Or perhaps the town 
has grown tired of in¬ 
fighting that has been 
so prevalent at the med¬ 
ical centre for so many 
years? 

The medical centre 
came into being follow¬ 
ing the closure of our 
cottage hospital and 
was a facility ahead of 
its time. It was financed 
by a contribution from 
the health authority, a 
gift of £150,000 from the 


town, through the 
League of Friends, and 
by the doctors taking out 
what was considered to 
be a huge mortgage. 

Lyme was rightly ex¬ 
cited by this coming to¬ 


gether of all the doctors 
and provision of medical 
services under one roof, 
and there was even talk 
of possibly having a few 
hospital-type beds in the 
new building, although 


that never reached 
fruition. 

The recent history of 
legal wrangling at the 
medical centre has been 
hugely distressing and 
worrying for both sides 
and it would be futile of 
this column to take 
sides. 

The ownership of the 
building was settled by a 
High Court action and I 
can only recommend 
that those who want to 
acquaint themselves 
with the scale and com¬ 
plexity of the dispute 
read the judgement fol¬ 
lowing the court case. 

When the judgement, 
which runs to 150 pages 
long, went public we put 
it up on our website and 
had more than 200 hits. 
We would be happy to 
put it up again should 
there be sufficient de¬ 


mand. 

However, surely it’s 
time to look forward to a 
more stable future at the 
medical centre now that 
the final decision has 
been made. 

To clarify the situation. 
Dr Andrew Llewelyn, a 
former GP at the centre 
and owner of the build¬ 
ing with former col¬ 
league Dr Lindsay Slater, 
has agreed a 25-year 
lease on the centre with 
the NHS on the proviso 
that all NHS services 
will be protected. Break 
clauses are written into 
that contract should the 
NHS default on that 
agreement. 

NHS Dorset has then 
selected Virgin Care as 
their preferred provider 
of services on a five-year 
term and will offer them 
the contract on comple¬ 
tion of satisfactory due 
diligence. 

Drs Llewlyn and Slater 
have had no influence 
over the selection of Vir¬ 
gin. 

There is, of course, dis¬ 
appointment that the bid 
to run the medical centre 
from local doctors, led by 
Forbes Watson, was not 


accepted. I have spoken 
to someone who sat on 
the panel which made 
the decision and was 
told that Virgin and the 
local doctors both sub¬ 
mitted “brilliant” appli¬ 
cations. 

Virgin have no other 
contracts with the NHS 
in Dorset but they do 
run 120 medical prac¬ 
tices elsewhere. 

Freelance journalist 
Geoff Baker makes a 
compelling case for Vir¬ 
gin to be given a chance 
in an article in this 
week’s View on page 7. 

There are those - and I 
have some sympathy 
for this view - that 
think we have missed a 
great opportunity of re¬ 
uniting local doctors 
and returning to the 
original aspirations of 
the medical centre pio¬ 
neers. 

We all hanker after 


those days when your 
local GP cared for you 
more as a family friend 
- the Ferdy factor, 
coined after the now re¬ 
tired Dr Alexander Fer¬ 
nandez - but these are 
different times, espe¬ 
cially in the NHS. 

That ugly word 
“profit” now comes into 
the equation in all 
walks of life, including 
health care. 

But in all this we 
should not forget the 
role that the medical 
centre staff have played 
in caring for the people 
of this area down the 
years - despite all the is¬ 
sues and problems. 

Virgin will be run¬ 
ning the medical centre 
for at least five years - 
and as Geoff Baker ar¬ 
gues on page 7, it may 
not be the end of the 
world. 


EVENT OF THE WEEK... 


■ IT IS good to see the much 
heralded skatepark project in 
Lyme Regis moving forward - at 
last. 

They say the town has been wait¬ 
ing 40 years and more for a 
skatepark, which is true in part.

surely Lyme's most community- 
minded pub - being brilliantly suc¬ 
cessful.

Disappointed at privatisation of NHS 


'Dismissive remark' on Three Cups not true

Medical Centre is no longer going to be a direct NHS 
medical centre (View From Lyme Regis, September 26th).

Once 
all the main players have cherry picked the profitable 
services of the NHS, what is going to happen to the other 
areas, like looking after the elderly, people with specific 
needs, etc? 

I feel that this current government and previous ones 
all have a hidden agenda, and want to see the break up of 
our NHS. I hope I am wrong and Virgin may provide a 
good service, but I really do not want to see the NHS be¬ 
come just another part of history like all our other Na¬ 
tionalised Industries which have been sold of by the fat 
cats!

Four drivers broke below the 28 
second mark in the battle for 
Fastest Time of the Day with Dun¬ 
can Stewart providing the most 
effective opposition in his 1052cc 
Kawasaki powered Force HC com¬ 
pleting the Manor Farm course in 
27.51 seconds. 

The Fitzhead driver's aspirations 
of overall victory were dashed by 


Sims on his final run as he took 
the two litre Ralt to the top in 
27.14 seconds. 

With the Woolbridge Motor 
Club's Eric Moxom Trophy in his 
possession Sims could start to 
consider the possibilities of 
adding the Anniversary Trophy to 
his haul if he could repeat the feat 
the following day. 

The weather forecasters were 
correct and rain was falling before 
the start of the Sunday event and 
further rain during the morning 
practice sessions only added to 
the challenge for the drivers. 

During the first competitive 
runs Mark Mortimer made the 
running in his Mallock Mkl 7B; the 
Mudford driver stopping the 
clocks on 32.84 seconds.

Enough had been done to se¬ 
cure the win but the Westfield 
would play no further part in the 
event.
